Ever 
since Calgary has been «town there has 
been more capital invested in the whis- 
key business than in any other line of 
trade, and the traffic has been carried on 
nm #uc4 a way that neither the town or 
the Government has received any reve 
nue from it. 

It is now about time that this 
should stop, and the traffic be regulated 
aed coatrolied, But, the question ix, 
how are we going to doit? It is useless 
to talk of prohibition ; we have had too 
much of that in name, already. What 
we need is simply a high license system 
such as they Lave in the eastern provin- 
ces, slightly modified to meet our pecu- 
liar circumstances. It ie not likely, 
however, that the Dominion Government 
will make any change in our present 
system until after the next sevsivn of 
Parliament, when the Northwest Council 
will be reconstructed and given greater 
powers of self governmeat, among which 
the Federal authorities may eee fit to 
include the power to regulate the 
trafic . 

In the meantime the 
tures of the traffic can be removed by 
the Lieutenant4iovernor, whose powers 
in regard to the reguiation of the liquor 
traffic, are practically unlimited. Under 
the statute he is given unrestricted con 
permits to import
